^Wolverine* isn’t that bad, 
but it’s not sharp enough 


I could say I liked 
“The Wolverine,” but 
I’d be lying. I could 
say I didn’t like it, but 
I’d be lying. 

The latest attempt 
to give Mr. Pointy- 
hands his own fran- 
chise (following 20io’s forgettable “X-Men 
Origins: Wolverine”) falls into that middle 
ground of movies just good enough that you 
wish they were a little better, so you could ac- 
tually feel like you enjoyed them. 

At first, Logan (Hugh Jackman) claims his 
Wolverine days are behind him, though no 
one keeps facial hair like that to indicate, “I’m 
just an ordinary schmoe from now on.” When 
the man whom Logan saved during WWII 
requests from his deathbed that his savior 
say goodbye, the rugged, muscular mutant re- 
turns to Japan. There, his old pal Yashida (Hal 
"^manouchi) claims Logan might not have to 
be immortal anymore. To a loner tormented 
by visions of war and his late wife Jean Grey 
(Famke Janssen)— one stabbing-related night- 
mare is plenty and this guy has two— that ac-

tually sounds somewhat appealing. 

Numerous subplots involve a samurai (Rila 
Fukushima) who can see the future; Yashida’s 
granddaughter (Tao Okamoto) who makes 
a questionable love interest; blatantly sleazy 
family members with dastardly agendas (I 
won’t name them— you’ll be able to tell); and a 
mutant doctor (Svetlana Khodchenkova) who 
spits venom and has quite nice legs for a snake. 

Director James Mangold (“3:10 to Yuma,” 
“Walk the Line”), brought in after original 
director Darren Aronofsky backed out, cap- 
tures some playful images and balances yet 
another grim superhero saga with effective 
comic relief Though it doesn’t totally look 
real, an action sequence atop a moving train 
makes heart-pounding use of high-speed hur- 
dles. "^t “The Wolverine” provides a little in 
a lot of areas and not really enough in any of 
them. It’s obvious when it should be complex, 
and spotty when it needs to be gripping. 

And it’s not that fun.

Should all of Willy’s 
friends be set free? 


Can you think of a 
time when a tragedy 
has occurred and 
many tried to brush it 
off? When a powerful 
organization pre- 
ferred not to change, 
so nothing was done 
and, lo and behold, it happened again? 

Of course you can. (Resume gun control 
discussion ... now) An instance I wasn’t aware 
of, however, arrives in effective, upsetting 
form in “Blackfish,” which showcases how 
ocean-related amusement park negligence 
has resulted in trainer deaths that could have 
been prevented. If Tilikum could talk, he’d 
probably say that he prefers being called 
“Orca” to “killer whale,” and that he really 
doesn’t appreciate being cooped up with 
whales who grind their teeth along his body 
(an aggressive technique called “raking”). 

Gabriela Cowperthwaite’s documentary 
demonstrates how years of punishment 
and unhappiness turned Tilikum not into a 
crazed whale but a captive performer with no 
opportunity to release his man-made frustra- 
tion. This whale and his sperm were worth 
a lot of money though, so it’s not especially 
shocking that Sea World refused to acknowl- 
edge the whale’s role in deadly incidents or 
stop using his seed to breed. Their lies and

to comment for “Blackfish.” 

Many former Sea World trainers sound off 
in the film, providing devastating anecdotes 
about the history of whale/human incidents 
in captivity of which they were not told when 
starting the job. While these folks’ moral 
opposition to what they saw then and know 
now certainly matters, science makes an even 
larger impact. 

Cowperthwaite could have spent more 
time with neuroscientists to emphasize find- 
ings over feelings, an approach that would 
also extend to using courtroom proceedings 
as more than an afterthought. 

But still. The footage here is chilling— a 
devastating precursor to last year’s “Rust 
and Bone.” While the film doesn’t reach the 
depth of “The Cove,” “Blackfish” will have 
anyone who sees it shaking their head and 
wondering how people didn’t see several 
events, such as the death of expert trainer 
Dawn Brancheau and the severe injury to 
another trainer crushed between two whales, 
as accidents waiting to happen. 

To analyze real-life tragedy, we must 
understand it so we can prevent it (detail not 
pursued in last week’s “Fruitvale Station”), 
Cowperthwaite justly argues. Not sigh and 
hope it doesn’t happen again.

Bad Wolf Coffee 

3422 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-969-2346 
Story: With gigs at Schwa and New York’s Momofuku 
Ko on his resume, Jonathan Ory’s roots may be in 
fine dining, but he recently switched gears to open 
this Roscoe Village coffee shop near the Paulina 
Brown Line station July 11. “I woke up ... one morn- 
ing and I realized didn’t want to put gelees on a plate 
anymore,” he said. What he was excited about was 
a newfound love for pastry and an appreciation for 
high-quality coffee. “[In New York], I would pass by 
all these amazing coffee shops,” he said. “It really 
opened my eyes to how full-spectrum coffee can be. 
How different processes can bring complete differ- 
ent flavors out of coffee.” And as for the name? “It’s 
an inside joke for all the ‘Doctor Who’ kids.” 

Sustenance: Don’t expect any wacky candy-flavored 
lattes here. Ory’s menu of Counter Culture coffee 
drinks ($3-$4) is simple: espresso, americano, mac- 
chiato, cortado, cappuccino, latte. If French press, 
pour-over or cold-brewed coffee is your thing, he 
does that too-but don’t make the mistake of leav- 
ing without a pastry. Choices vary daily but might 
include blueberry-lime muffins, Cheddar biscuits or 
goat cheese custard tarts with mango, cinnamon and 
citrus zest ($3.50-$4.50). Regardless of how many 
kouign-amann, a sweeter cousin to the croissant, Ory 
makes, they consistently have sold out. “I haven’t 
had one of those cronuts, but I’d rather have one of 
these,” he said. 

Seating: Nada. Ory wants Bad Wolf to be a neigh- 
borhood hub for chatting over your cup of coffee, 
not a quiet laptop parking lot, so he opted for just a 
counter and a standing table rather than chairs or 
couches.

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Ready Coffee 

1562 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-360-7041 
Story: No one can accuse John Grbac of jump- 
ing on the Wicker Park bandwagon. The long- 
time restaurateur owned Jimo’s Cafe just a 
few doors away in the ’90s. He teamed up with 
Adam Banks, a recent MBA grad who created 
Ready’s concept as the subject of his senior 
business plan at University of Chicago’s Booth 
School of Business. Since opening in late June, 
Ready has been luring budget-conscious com- 
muters with 8-ounce cups of coffee for $1 and a 
$4 coffee-and-doughnut deal (P.S. They’re from 
Lakeview favorite Dinkel’s Bakery). 

Sustenance: Local roaster Greg Stivers of 
Stivers Coffee Roasting Co. is behind Ready’s 
house blend as well as single-origin cof- 
fees for pour-overs ($2-$3). To cool off on a 
steamy day, consider the iced Nutella latte i— 
($3), lemon-ginger iced tea ($2) or fresh- 
ly blended juices such as The Detox ($6) 
made with apples, carrots, celery and ginger. 
Delightful Pastries provides sandwiches for 
lunch-try the curry chicken or caprese-while 
cookies, cupcakes and affogato (espresso 
poured over vanilla ice cream) tempt at night. 

Seating: There are plenty of tables for those 
looking settling in to take advantage of free Wi- 
Fi for work or pleasure. If it’s people-watching 
you’re after, you can’t do much better than the 
counter seats along the front windows looking 
out to Milwaukee Avenue. 


Ugly Mug Cafe 

1458 W. Chicago Ave. 
story: Mik Wright moved from 
Seattle to Chicago in 1997 and 
has spent the past 15 years in 
Wicker Park and Ukrainian Village 
pining for the coffee culture he left behind. 
“The one thing I’ve always cried out for is that 
we need more cafes and coffee shops in the 
neighborhood,’’ said Wright, who formerly 
owned Alliance Bakery & Cafe. “I felt like we 



were in the dark ages.’’ 

Sustenance: When it opens in early August, 
Ugly Mug will serve coffee from local roast- 
ery Passion House Coffee Roasters along 
with sweet and savory croissants and break- 
fast sandwiches. Lunch options will include a 
shaved roast beef sandwich with white Ched- 
dar and a Almost Cuban sandwich with ham, 
Cheddar and pickled jalapenos. Wright also 
plans to serve cake by the slice until 10 p.m. for 
the coffee-and-dessert crowd. 

Seating: Located in a rehabbed building dating 
to the 1890s, the long skinny space features a 
bar made from reclaimed wood where you can 
sit and chat with your barista. There also are 
two- and three-seat tables and armchairs for lap- 
toppers soaking up free Wi-Fi or dates listening 
to live music; Wright hopes to start bringing in 
small acoustic acts this fall. A dog-friendly back- 
yard patio with street access also is in the works.

Walking Bicycles 
keeps on moving

It was a peculiar and awfully earnest way to 
make a public debut as a band. The members 
of Walking Bicycles, a caustic and uncon- 
ventional post-punk quartet, simply set up 
in their friends’ living room, opened all the 
windows and doors and played. And played. 
And played some more. 

At the time, the band lived in the hippie 
enclave of Areata, Calif, in Humboldt Coun- 
ty Things were mellow and communal; it was 
not unusual to hear folks jamming together. 
The band debuted its eight-song set about 
three times in a row. By the time it stopped, 
frontwoman Jocelyn Summers said the audi- 
ence had grown to hundreds. 

“The Redwoods are really beautiful, but 
boring,” Summers says, “so we started a 
band.” This was winter 2004. After buying 
her husband, Julius Moriarty a guitar for his 
30th birthday, she watched him struggle to 
assemble a band. “It didn’t occur to me to be 
in a band. I wanted to be in a band; I always 
dated the guy in a band,” she laughs. 

Her husband finally got all the pieces to- 
gether, but came up empty-handed for a 
proper singer. “I was always a writer, one of 
those girls that kept a diary and wrote po- 
ems. One day I just started singing a song I’d 
heard {the band] playing a hundred times be- 
fore— and it proved it— that even if I sucked 


at it, I could do it.” 

Six months after that first fateful show, 
the couple realized that if they wanted to be 
a working band, they needed to get out of 
Humboldt County “We looked all along the 
West Coast— San Francisco, Portland {Ore.}. 
They were expensive,” Summers says. Chica- 
go was reasonable, and so they transplanted 
themselves in 2005, picked up a new drum- 
mer and bassist, settled right in and now call 
Logan Square home. 

After landing in Chicago, it took Walking 
Bicycles six months to pull together a new 
lineup. In the interim, the vanity label went 
to a new level, approaching bands in Chicago, 
and helping to put out vinyl and CD releases 
on their Highwheel imprint. 

“It’s definitely an imprint to help out 
friends and bands that we like. We are finally 
to the point where we make our money back, 
but it’s not actually profitable,” Summers 
says. After a busy few years releasing albums 
for local notables such as Unicycle Loves You 
and My Gold Mask, this year they decided to 
pull back a little and focus on recording and 
releasing their own material for the label. 

This week’s 7-inch single release show is 
evidence of that effort. “We are not selling 
a million records,” Summers says, “So if you 
are not making yourself happy with your mu- 
sic— what’s the point?”

Lonel)^ bored dogs left at home all day while 
their owners are at work soon could be get- 
ting some digital company— a TV channel 
with programming just for pooches. 

DOGTV, a 24/7 channel designed specifi- 
cally for man’s best friend, will air nationally 
next month DirecTV, with hopes of attract- 
ing dogs in some of the 46 million U.S. house- 
holds that have at least one. 

“It is the first and only television channel 
that is dedicated to our four-legged friends 
and not to their parents,” Gilad Neumann, 
the chief executive of the Tel Aviv-based 
company said in an interview 

The channel will feature programs with 
music, visuals, animation and the occasional 
human that are designed to relax, stimulate 
and ease the loneliness of home-alone pets. 

“It’s more than just entertainment for 
dogs. We are creating more of an environ- 
ment,” Neumann said of the channel that 
costs $4.99 a month. 

“They are bored and many suffer from 
separation anxiety What we are trying to do 
is to give dogs something to focus on in the 


background.” 

Unlike children and adults who can watch 
TV for hours at a time, Neumann said dogs 
view the medium differently and will be at- 
tracted to it once in awhile when they see 
something that interests them. 

“We have no intention of generating a 
new generation of couch potatoes out of our 
dogs,” he added. 

While not taking any official position, the 
American Veterinary Medical Association said 
any relaxation and stimulation for pets is good. 
But it doubted that all dogs will take to it. 

“It could work for some dogs and it might 
not interest others,” an AVMA spokesman 
said. 

David Frei, director of communications at 
the Westminster Kennel Club and a co-host 
of its annual dog show, thinks if it can help 
relieve separation anxiety for pets and their 
owners then DOGTV is a good thing. 

“I get pictures every year from viewers at 
home {of the dog show} of their dogs watch- 
ing television, or standing up on their hind 
legs when they see a dog,” he said. “It’s kind 
of cute.”

Veteran character actor Jack McGee, known 
for his stints on “NYPD Blue” and “Rescue 
Me,” is in a shoe-box-sized room gobbling like 
a turkey— to the immense pleasure of four 
grown men.

Besides Watergate, bell bottoms and disco, 
something more sinister was at its zenith in 
the 1970 S. The Mafia had reached a pinnacle 
it had never known since Lucky Luciano first 
conceived of the idea of organizing crime. 

La Cosa Nostra had insinuated itself into 
almost every facet of commercial society— 
from mom-and-pop stores to labor unions, 
drugs and extortion. Law enforcement was 
desperate to staunch the flow of these ill- 
gotten gains and to put an end to the violence 
that punctuated the mob’s shifting power 
structure. 

The National Geographic Channel will 
examine those turbulent days, as well as the 
gradual decline of the Mafia’s grip on the un- 
derworld, in six episodes entitled “Inside the 
American Mob” premiering at 8 p.m. Sunday 

Former capos, informants and lawmen re- 
live their experiences with organized crime. 
Many of the stories have never been told be- 
fore; some of the witnesses are still filmed in 
shadow for fear of reprisal. 

One of the major turning points was FBI 
agent Joe Pistone’s infiltration into the neth- 
er reaches of the mob. He was able to ingra- 
tiate himself with the hard-hitting gangsters, 
slowly working his way up the regimented 
Mafia ladder. Known to them as Donnie 
Brasco, Pistone spent six years bobbing 
and weaving with the power brokers, never 
knowing when his cover would be blown. 

A movie was made of his exploits starring 
Johnny Depp, but to Pistone, it was just part 
of the job. “I was an FBI agent and I thor- 
oughly loved being an FBI agent and to me 


it was an investigation, a part of an investiga- 
tion,” he says. 

‘And it’s hard to do a lot of overt work 
against the mob. We figured that this type 
of crime that was being committed, the best 
way was to try to infiltrate the group, and 
undercover is the basic way you do it. It’s 
simplistic for me— for some people it’s hard 
to understand— it’s part of my job as an FBI 
agent, no other motives than I was asked to 
doit.” 

Pistone says there were several terrifying 
moments when he felt he’d been detected, 
including one time when he found himself 
the victim of distrust by two ex-cons. 

“They got out of jail and were jealous of the 
fact that I had such good standing with the 
capo so they make a beef and tell the capo, 
‘Look, we don’t trust him, we don’t know 
him.’ And they had this right because they’re 
made guys. So I come to the club one day and 
go in and the capo says, ‘Donnie, we gotta 
talk. We have to straighten this out,’ ” he says. 

“Now I’d been with these guys nine-io 
months so we go into the back room, they 
lock the door and put their guns on the table. 
You’ve got to convince them you’re Donnie 
Brasco, otherwise you’re going out rolled 
up in a rug. So we were in there six or seven 
hours.” 

Eventually Pistone won the capo over and 
was able to walk out on his own two feet. 
“You have to be very street smart and you 
have to be a good communicator and don’t 
ever sweat,” he said. “Don’t ever let them 
see you sweat. Whenever I see a guy sweat I 
know he’s nervous, and I know I can do him.”
